Continuation of 13. Other: With respect to applicant's statements that the Final Rejection is premature because claims 45-47 are being 
rejected for the first time, the Final Rejection is held to be proper because this application received a first action on January 25, 2006, after 
which, on May 25, 2006, new claims 45-47 were presented. Because of this, it is proper to make a rejection final on the next action. That 
an action including a restriction requirement was made and then withdrawn does not change the status of new claims as being properly 
finally rejected on the next action. With respect to applicant's statement that the rejection of claims 45 and 46 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, must provide support for the "undue experimentation", it is held that it is applicant's responsibility to meet the enabling 
requirement of 1 12, that the lack of any teaching in the disclosure is proper support for the rejection, and that, it is applicant's duty to 
supply support for the statement that one of ordinary skill in the art would find a dye to use as claimed without undue experimentation. 
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
